WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—(7)— 
Congressional leaders today responded 
to an urgent appeal from President 


Hoover for haste on the financial re-|_ 


lief bills with a promise of prompt 
action. 

In a special message to congress, 
the president urged disposition of the 
economic relief recommendations “at 
the earliest. possible’ moment. 

“The need is manifestly even more 
evident than at the date of my més- 
sage a month ago,” he said. “We 
can and must replace the unjustifiable 
fear in the country by confidence. 

“Our justified hope and confidence 
for the future rest upon -unity of our 
people and of the government in 
prompt and courageous action. Action 
in these matters congress will go 
far to re-establish confidence.” 

As the lengthy message was read 
to the attentive senate and house, the 
senate banking committee was whip- 
ping into shape the key bill of the 
-economic program—to establish the 

,000, reconstruction finance 
\. corporation. 
. The senate republican and demo- 
eratic leaders joined later in predict- 
ing prompt and favorable action upon 
this gigantic credit stabilizing meas- 
ure. 

“We are going to work out this pro- 
gram just as rapidly as we. can,” said 
Senator Watson, of Indiana, the re- 
publican leader. “The reconstruction 
finance corporation bill is about ready 
for senate consideration and will be 
_ taken up promptly.” 

Senator Robinson, of Arkansas, the 
democratic leader, said “everything 
possible is being done to secure 
prompt disposition of the reconstruc- 
tion finance corporation bill and I ex- 
pect favorable action .on it ina short 
time.” He said close study was being 
given other measures advanced by the 
president but em democrats. 
sere not delaying or avoiding action 
on the program. 

Enactment of the reconstruction 
corporation measure before the end of 
the week was ah e hope of the admin- 
istration.

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DEMOCRATIC. PLAN 
ON TARIFF OFFERED 
IN 4POINT BILL

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—(4)—The 
democratic policy on tariff was laid 
down today in a four-point bill pro- 
posing a permanent international eco- 
nomic conference to stimulate friend- 
ly trade and commercial relations. 
Approved by the party’s senate- 
house policy committee, the measure 


was destined to have a preferred place 
on the house program. Democratic 
leaders expect to have it passed and 
at the door of the senate by the close 
of the week. 

White House approval is considered 
by many of the democrats and repub- 
licans as doubtful, even if the senate 
sanctions it. 

The four big points in the 2,000- 
word measure were: 

A permanent international economic 
conference to lower tariffs, with rep- 
resentatives of the United States not 
allowed to discuss or consider cancel- 
lation of reduction of inter-governmen- 
tal debts. 


Reciprocy Provided. 


The president would be requested 
and authorized to negotiate reciprocal 
trade agreements with foreign govern- 
ments under a policy of mutual tariff 
concessions. 

The flexible provision of the present 
act would be amended to take away 
the president’s power to change duties 
on the recommendation of the tariff 
commission, _That authority. would be 
given to congress. Commodities could 

removed from and placed on the 
free list, which is not permitted under 
the existing law. | 

The creation of a “consumers’ coun- 
sel” of the tariff commission to rep- 
resent the consumers at hearings’ was 
proposed, 

The measure would not effect the 
rate structure of the present tariff, 

In a statement issued after the 
conference, the policy committee indi- 
cated that with the republieans in 
control of the senate and White 
House, it would be futile to attempt 
to change the rates.

Japan’s deepest apologies were pre- 
sented last night for the ‘attack by 
three Japanese soldies in Mukden Sun- 
day on Culver B. Chamberlain, Ameri- 
can consul. 

Japanese authorities said Mr. 
Chamberlain had been molested be- 
cause he treated the three Japanese 
soldiers “as if they were Chinese.” 
The soldiers, at a preliminary hearing, 
declared the American had an “arro- 
gant, provocative attitude,”’ the Jap- 
anese officials ‘said. 

American consular officers who re- 
ceived the Japanese apologies at Muk- 
den declined to say whether they were 
sufficient to clear up the incident, 
and a report was forwarded to Wash- 
ington, E 

Meanwhile, the center of interest in 
Manchuria shifted to the area be- 
tween Tsientsin, below the Great 
Wall, and Shanhaikwan. Feelin was 
strong between Chinese garrisons in 
both cities, but no clashes were re- 
ported. 

Tokyo sent two destroyers to Foo- 
chow, China, where demonstrators 
killed a Japanese school teacher and 
his wife. 

Chinese sources in Shanghai accused 
the Japanese of killing residents of 
Chinchow and of looting shops and 
houses when they entered that city 
last week,

The first came from Oscar H. 
Pendley, secretary of the Atlanta po- 
lice department, revealing a total of 
10,948 arrests in 1931 for various vio- 
lations of the dry law, as compared 
with 9,209 in 1930, and contrasted 
against only 4,214 in 1920. 

The second came from _ Solicitor 
John McClelland, of the criminal 
court of Atlanta, who reported that 
during 1931 his court docketed more 
new cases than evér docketed before 
in a Georgia criminal court—6,786— 
a majority of them alleging violations 
of the liquor laws. 

In making public his figures com- 
piled after a month-by-month check, 
Secretary Pendley revealed that the 
increase during 1931 represented a 
7% in arrests of 118 per cent in the 
0-year period, not accounting for a 
decidedly smaller percentage of gain 
in population, 

“Considering the gain in popula- 
tion in the last 10 years the arrests 
for violating the liquor laws was 
about 62 per cent,”’ Mr. Pendley said. 
“During 1920, 21.1 persons out of 
every 1,000 were arrested while in 
1931 the per capita percentage leaped 
to 34,1.” 7 

Mr. Pendley refused to comment of- 
ficially on the increase but members 


of the department were outspoken in 


their statements in which they assert- 
ed that the report on the arrests was 
by no means a criterion of the actual 
increase, 

“These figures of Secretary Pend- 
ley show only an increase in the ar- 
rests made,” one high-ranking mem- 
ber of the department said. “They do

Solicitor McClelland in his report 
on the year's activities of his office 
did not separate the cases handled 
in his court, listing them altogether. 
However, he explained, that a large 
‘percentage of those haled before the 
court have been arrested for various 
violations of the prohibition law. 

The solicitor took occasion to com- 

liment the police departments of At- 
anta, East Point, College Park, Hape- 
ville and Fulton county for the co- 
operation given. He also lauded the 
service of Judge Jesse M. Wood, who 
presides over the criminal court of 
Atlanta. 

The report of Solicitor McClelland 
follows in part: 

“The criminal court of Atlanta dur- 
ing the year of 1931 docketed more 
new cases than has ever been filed 
in a state criminal] court in the state 
of Georgia before, there having been 
placed on the docket 6,786 cases, which 
is more cases than was placed on 
the docket 42 1980, which at that time 
was ar fof one year’s work in 
this or any other criminal court in 
the state of Georgia.

NEW YORK, Jan. 4.—(7)—A 
story of his Georgia chain gang ex- 
periences, his two escapes, his “be- 
trayal” by a woman he said he was 
forced to marry, and the fears of re- 
capture that still dog him are told in 
a book attributed to Robert E. Burns, 
former magazine editor. 

Burns has been hunted by police 
throughout the country as a fugitive 
from justice. His book is titled, “I 
Am a Fugitive From Georgia,” and 
will be published January 19 by the 
Vanguard Press, which today released 
an abstract of it. 

Burns discloses that the “beautiful 
woman” he loved and hoped to join 
after his last escape has vanished, 
and heehas lost all trace of her. 

In telling of his experiences in 
Georgia, Burns writes that every 
night, after long hours in the prison 
quarry, with chains attached to their 
legs, prisoners who had not labored 
diligently enough were singled out for 
punishment. 

He says they were undressed, forced 
to lie face downwards, held by guards 
so they could not move, and then 
lashed with leather straps six feet 
long, three inches wide and a quarter 
of an inch thick.

They specificially urged immediate ac- 
celeration of road construction, de- 
velopment of parks, elimination of 
grade crossings, flood control proj- 
ects, reforestation and the ca 
city slum areas. Employment thus 
given, they said, would increase “pur- 
chasing power to stimulate all busi- 
ness.” 

“Society's responsibility for the pres- 
ervation of human values in indus- 
trial life,’ continued the report, 
“makes the principle of social insur- 
ance, particularly insurance against 
unemployment and want in old age, 
an indispensable part of sound social 
policy and -the most self-respecting 
form. of relief. We protest against 
the misleading use of the word ‘dole’ 
to describe systems.of unemployment 
insurance. 

“We affirm our belief in the neces- 
sity of a more equitable distribution 
of wealth and income which would 
increase purchasing power and tend 
to balance production and consump- 
tion.

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“The Grady hospital under its new 
board of trustees, whom I had the 
honor to appoint under authority from 
your body, has been functioning during 
the year.1931 with the greatest effi- 
ciency, and has enlarged and improved 
the service ofythe hospital in a splen- 
did way.

ATLANTA’S POLICE FORCE. 

The Atlanta police force is  criti- 
cized in a communication, appear- 
ing elsewhere on this page, from 
John A. Manget, president of the 
Greater Atlanta Prohibition and 
Law Enforcement Club, who makes 
the statement that “there are more 
than 100 officers of the law in At- 
lanta who habitually use intoxicat- 
ing liquors . .. and who with gun 
and billy and under the influence 
of liquor patrol our streets and 
highways.” 

The Constitution agrees with 
some of the things Mr. Manget has 
to say but it does not believe that 
the Atlanta police force is under- 
mined by drunkenness. Neither 
this force, nor any other, is per- 
fect, but in respect’to sobriety and 
honesty of effort it ranks with any 
in the country. 

Undoubtedly there is some liquor 
drinking on the Atlanta force and 
there is, therefore, some ground 
for what Mr. Manget has to say, but 
Atlanta is no worse in this respect 
than are other cities. 


Every effort should, of course, be 
made to prevent the use of intoxi- 
cants by the members of the 
force. Chief Beayers is doing his 
utmost to that end, and the num- 
ber of the patrolmen who have 
been punished for this offense tes- 
tifies to his efforts along that line. 


No police force demoralized by 
drinking would have made more 
than 10,000 arrests for violation of 
the prohibition law as was done in 
Atlanta last year—a record which 
speaks bad for a measure that no 
city in the country is enforcing in 
anything like full measure, but 
speaks well for the Atlanta police. 


So The Constitution, while agree- 
ing with Mr. Manget that every pos- 
sible effort should be made to elim- 
inate drinking among our police of- 
ficers, cannot agree with his infer- 
ence that the force is shot to the 
core .with drunkenness and is ac- 
tually a menace to the safety of the 
citizens of Atlanta. 


AN UNFORTUNATE INCIDENT. 
The attack upon the person of 
United States Vice Consul Chamber- 
lain by a small group of Japanese 
soldiers is unfortunate both from 
the standpoint of Japan and this 
country. 

Japan promptly apologized and 
the offending trio of soldiers will 
be dealt with in the manner called 
for by their breach of international 
etiquet. 

As a passing incident, it is of no 
serious import, but as an indication 
of the resentment felt by the Japa- 
nese people to the somewhat wishy- 
washy attitude adopted by the state 
department of the United States 
since the beginning of the Manchu- 
rian trouble, it is the basis for genu- 
ine concern. 


Japan has claimed, whether right- 
ly or not, that its advances into 
Manchuria have not violated the Kel- 
logg treaty, of which both nations 
are signatories, because they have 
not been so much acts of war as 
protective steps against the destruc- 
tion of her treaty rights and prop- 
erty by the many thousands of ban- 
dits which infest the territory she 
has taken over. 


While refraining from taking a 
direct position either for or against 
this claim, the state department has 
sent a protesting ‘‘note”’ both before 
and after practically all of the Japa- 
nese advances. 


These continued notes of warn- 
ing and protest have undoubtedly 
had a bad effect on the attitude of 
the Japanese people to the United 
States. It is to be hoped that this 
was not at the bottom of the attack 
on our consul, and that it will be 
found that the incident was local in 
character. 


The United States and Japan are 
destined to be the two great influ- 
ences in the development and mod- 
ernization of China, with its four 
hundred million people, and it is 
better that the two nations go about 
that work in the amity which has 
heretofore existed, rather than in a 
spirit of suspicion and distrust.

The committee decided that it is sound 
public policy to proceed as speedily 
as practicable to balance the budget, 
but for the present announces no de- 
tailed plans as to rates.” 


The committee said it believed that 
the “most practical and helpful re- 
sults” to be gained through tariff act 
changes was by “altering the powers 
and duties of the tariff commission 
so as to authorize investigations ini- 
tiated by the commission or on ap- 
plication of interested parties with a 
view to modification of duties so as 
to equalize the difference in the cost 
of production of domestic and foreign 
articles when produced in the prin- 
cipal competing country or countries.” 

Representative Rainey, of Illinois, 
the democratic leader, said the rea- 
son the bill did not touch dates was 
because the “tariffs of all the. big 
commercial foreign powers are higher 
today than the tariff of the United 
States.” Only by reciprocal agree- 
ments could reductions be effected, 
he said. 

Chairman Collier introduced the 
measure and called for hearings to- 
morrow afternoon before the house 
ways and means committee. So far, 
no witnesses have asked that they be 
heard.

Unlike most jail inmates, the ma- 
hatma feels no terrors over prison life. 
He loves isolation and solitude, which, 
he has frequently said, gives him a 
chance to examine his soul and to 
commune with God. 

For the first time in nearly a year 
the mahatma recited his evening pray- 
ers alone tonight. He sat cross-legged 
on the bare earth, his withered figure 
shrouded in white, his head bowed. 

Perhaps the most serious repercus- 
sion from the renewal of the conflict 
between the little nationalist leader 
and the government was a grave split 
in the powerful All-India Moslem con- 
gress at New Delhi, culminating in 
the resignation of Nawab Ismail 
Khan, president, and Maswood Ahmed, 
secretary. 

Eleven Indian leaders were arrest- 
ed today, seven at Cawnpore, includ- 
ing G. Jog, who figured prominently 
in the last riots, and four at Luck- 
now, including Gopinath Srivastava, 
member of the All-India congress com- 
mittee. 

Most of the larger provincial con- 
gress committees have replaced their 
councils with “dictators” empowered 
to nominate successors in event of 
their own arrest. 


HOME GOVERNMENT ACCEPTS 

PASSIVE REVOLT CHALLENGE 

LONDON, Jan. 4.—(4)—The chal- 
lenge of Mahatma Gandhi and the 
All-India national congress to Brit- 
ish authority in India was fully ac- 
cepted today by the home govefn- 
ment. 

On the highest authority it was said 
that Great Britain, operating through 
the administration in India, will use 
every bit of its statutory power to 
combat the civil disobedience cam- 
paign. 

The attitude of the home govern- 
ment was described thus: The ninss- 
es of India’s ignorant peasantry are 
being misled, and full approval will 
be given to the use of all legal pow- 
ers to stamp out disaffection and _ se- 
dition. 

A government spokesman explained 
that, in the London view, irresponsi- 
ble India agitators are making tools 
of their own people. 

The civil disobedience campaign was 
described as a challenge to the funda- 
mentals of law and order, and on that 
basis it will be dealt with. 
Gandhi’s purpose was declared to be 
to bring the government in India to 
a standstill on the assumption by 
the congress party that an ignorant 
peasantry can be taught to defy the 
law without departing from the ideal 
of non-violence.” 

Mr. Gandhi was arrested under reg- 
ulations of 1827 but the government 
of India act of 1919 will be the basis 
for dealing with the civil disobedi- 
ence campaign. 

During the trouble of 1929 tens of 
thousands of nationalists were arrest- 
ed and placed in crowded prisons and 
cantonments throughout the great sub- 
continent. 

Today preparations for similar han- 
dling of the situation were made by 
the government of India at New 
Delhi, which strengthened its hand 
with four new ordinances. The most 
important of these empowered the 
Indian government to declare the 
whole nationalist congress an illegal 
association to be dealt with as such. 
While these ordinances have received 
no sanction of the legislature, a

“4. The discount facilities of our 
federal reserve banks are restricted 
by law more than that of the central 
banks in other countries. 

“This restriction in times such as 
these limits the liquidity of the banks 
and tends to increase the forces of 
deflation, cripples the smaller busi- 
nesses, stifles new enterprise and thus 
limits employment. . 

“I recommend an enlargement of 
these discount privileges to take care 
of emergencies. 

“To meet the needs of our situa- 
tion it will not be necessary to go 
even as far as the current practice 
of foreign institutions of similar char- 
acter. Such a measure has the sup- 
port of most of the governors of the

Aid for Depositors. 

“5. The development of a plan to 
assure early distribution to depositors 
in closed banks is necessary to re- 
lieve distress among millions of small 
depositors and small businesses, and 
to release vast sums of money now 
frozen. 

“6. Revision of the laws relating 
to transportation in the direction rec- 
ommended by the interstate commerce 
commission would strengthen our prin- 
cipal transportation systems and re- 
store confidence in the bonds of our 
railways. 

“These bonds are held largely by 
our insurance companies, our savings 
banks, and benevolent trusts, and are 
therefore the property of nearly every 
family in the United States. The 
railways are the largest employers of 
labor and purchasers of goods. 

“7. Revision of banking laws in or- 
der to better safeguard depositors. _ 

“8. The country must have confi- 
dence that the credit and stability 
of the federal government will be 
maintained by drastic economy in ex- 
penditure; by adequate increase of 
taxes; and by restriction of issues of 
federal securities. 

“The recent depreciation in prices 
of government securities is a serious 
warning which reflects the fear of fur- 
ther large and unnecessary issues of 
such securities. Promptnegs in adopt- 
ing an adequate budget relief to tax- 
payers by resolute economy and re- 
striction in security issues is essential 
to remove this uncertainty.

The Atlantic Gulf Port Terminal 
Association today will offer to south- 
ern carriers definite figures on pro- 
posed revisions of port charges in- 
tended to make the operation of 
wharf facilities more remunerative 
and the rates more uniform.

G. S. Rains, of the Southern Freight 
Association, which represented the 
carriers, and Horace Turner, of Mo- 
bile, president of the Port Terminal 
Association which presented the case 
of other port operators, said only gen- 
eral phases of the question were dis- 
cussed Monday. 

Rains said the non-carrier opera- 
tors were in better position to make 
concrete proposals than the _ rail- 
roads, since they perform only the 
one service and their figures are 
more definitely allocated so that they 
can obtain a better picture of the re- 
turn on their port investments. 

No figures on the proposed changes 
are likely to be made public until beth 
parties to the conference reach agreec- 
ment, Rains and Turner said. 

When and if such an agreement is 
reached, the shippers who would have
